The Files of the feveral Companies muft be pre- 
vioully numbered, ** One, two," ** One, two," from 
Right to Left, by their Serjeants. 

The Centre Rank fteps back one Pace, and the 
Rear Rank two Paces. 

The Files Number Two, ftep to the Right in Rear 
of the Files Number One, each Man behind his 
Right-hand Man in bis refpe6live Rank. 

The Line being now fix deep, the Files have an. 
Interval between each ; theyi may be faced and 
marched as in an ordinary File Movement*
